CHARLEVOIX - The City 
Commission met again on 
Monday via Zoom to discuss 
a few things, including a 
budget review before the end 
of the year. The two biggest 
issues for discussion were 
dealing with snow removal 
and what their ideas for that 
will look like going forward 
and the option for outdoor 
dining during the winter

months. 

Any changes to the snow 
clearing have been pushed off 
till after the new year. How- 
ever, the city commission ap- 
proved a policy to allow 
temporary winter dining ac- 
commodations. At this time 
the igloo type of outdoor din- 
ing structures has been 
deemed as a good alternative 
by the Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices. There has already been 
interested in the igloos from 


some businesses in town. It 
was stated in the meeting 
that a business would have to 
reapply for a winter outdoor 
dining permit. If a business 
already is approved for sum- 
mer outdoor dining, they can 
not use this for winter as 
well. 

There are a few standards 
that are already in place. The 
first is that there must be a 
required four feet of pedes- 
trian space around each 
structure. It was also dis-

On Sunday, December 6, 2020 
at approximately 9:28 p.m., the 
Charlevoix County Sheriffs Of- 
fice responded to a one-vehicle 
roll-over accident on Camp 
Daggett Road near Reycraft Rd. 
in Bay Township. 

The driver, 18-year-old Austin 
Michael Payne from Traverse 
City, was driving a 2004 Subaru 
on Camp Daggett Road at a high 
rate of speed when he lost con- 
trol and the vehicle rolled sev- 
eral times. The passenger, 
18-year-old Olivia Marie Toor- 
man from Boyne City, was in- 
jured in the accident and 
pronounced dead on scene. 
Payne was taken by ambulance 
to McLaren Northern Michigan 
Hospital for treatment of his in- 
juries. 

The Charlevoix County Sher- 
iffs Office was assisted on scene 
by the Boyne City Police De- 
partment, Michigan State Po- 
lice, Boyne City EMS, 
Charlevoix Victim Services 
Unit, and Resort Bear Creek 
Township Fire Department. 

While speed is a factor in this 
crash, it is not believed that al- 
cohol or drugs are contributing 
factors. This accident is still 
under investigation.

She was also 
an active member of the 
Barnard Grange and the 
Charlevoix Senior Center, 
where she spent countless 
hours working on outreach to 
the less fortunate — she often 
put her world-class crafting 
skills to work to sew and 
quilt blankets to be sent to 
those in need.

that would approve access 
to create an off-road trail to 
help connect the Wheelway 
to downtown. The easement 
includes using Martin 
Road, Taylor Road, and Gib- 
bons Drive. In the meeting, 
it was also announced the 
third phase of the Boyne 
City- Charlevoix bike path 
had received funding for the 
third phase. 

Purchased Skid Steer for 
Electric Department 

The city has found that 
from time to time, they 
need to access different peo- 
ple’s back yards or land- 
scaped areas to work on 
electrical equipment. In the 
past, the city bough a small 
trencher to help eliminate 
destroying people’s prop- 
erty to do work. However, it 
was found they needed a 
bigger machine to help lift 
and transport transformers 
and bigger electrical equip- 
ment. The Commission ap- 
proved the purchase of a 
Skid Steer from Ditch 
Whitch with a bucket and 
pallet forks, which will be 
used for the stock room. 
The cost of the Skid Steer 
was $51,245.70. This is well 


under the $55,000 budget al- 
located for the Skid Steer.

The Commission also ap- 
proved a purchase of three 
replacement reclosers from 
Eaton Cooper Power Sys- 
tems. The three reclosers 
came to a cost of $42,832.08, 
which is $14,277.36 apiece. 
There are four reclosers in 
Industrial Park, one of 
them has been replaced re- 
cently. Then two of them 
were in need of replace- 
ment, however, the final 
one had a squirrel get into 
the substation and doa 
heavy amount of damage. 
This purchase will replace 
the two that needed to be 
replaced and replace the 
one damaged by the squir- 
rel. The Industrial park had 
been running on only three 
reclosers and this purchase, 
it will help get the Indus- 
trial Park up and running 
at full strength. The cost of 
these purchases was not 
specifically budgeted for 
but the Electrical budget 
can handle the cost.

fied as most important. 

Specific grants were 
awarded to five area nonprof- 
its. Northern Michigan 
Equine Therapy will receive 
funding to expand their men- 
tal health professional serv- 
ices, which currently has a 
waiting list. East Jordan Pub- 
lic Schools will use funding 
to support learning loss 
among students due to inter- 
ruptions in the school year 
caused by the coronavirus 
pandemic. Big Brothers Big 
Sisters of Northwestern 
Michigan will expand their 
programs to middle school 
students in Charlevoix. 
Northern Family Interven- 
tion Services will use their 
grant to create mental health 
coping kits for youth, as a 
way to encourage progress. 
Finally, the Women’s Re- 
source Center of Northern 
Michigan will use their grant 
to set up a protocol for

door backgrounds 
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Charlevoix County at their 
Child Advocacy Center, a 
necessary component that 
will allow them to steadily 
provide services to area 
youth. All of these projects or 
programs directly address 
the areas of youth mental 
health and/or academic 
stress. 

While the primary focus of 
this cycle was on the two pri- 
ority areas, two other grants 
were also awarded to Good 
Samaritan Family Services 
for the Sammy’s Shoes pro- 
gram, and to Planned Parent- 
hood of Michigan for their 
Smart & Healthy Youth pro- 
gramming in Charlevoix 
County. Additionally, earlier 
in the year, the YAC held a 
special meeting and awarded 
$32,000 to the school nurse 
program in Charlevoix 
County schools, which was in 
danger of being discontin- 
ued.

MDHHS extends epidemic order until December 20 


The Michigan Department 
of Health and Human Serv- 
ices (MDHHS) has extended 
by 12 days the epidemic order 
that restricts indoor social 
gatherings and other group 
activities. The additional 12 
days will allow the depart- 
ment to determine the full 
impact of the Thanksgiving 
holiday on the spread of 
COVID-19 across Michigan. 

Under the order, MDHHS 
continues to urge families to 
avoid indoor gatherings, and 
only two households may 
gather inside, with strict pro- 
tocols recommended. Individ- 
uals should wear masks 
consistently whenever they 
are inside with individuals 
not in their household, and 
are recommended to pick 
only a small group to see reg- 
ularly. Bars and restaurants 
must remain closed for dine- 
in service, but can remain 
open for outdoor dining, 
carry-out and delivery. Gyms 
are open for individual exer- 
cise with mandatory masking 
and additional strict safety 
measures. Casinos, movie 
theaters and group exercise 
classes remain closed. Profes- 
sional and college sports 
meeting extraordinary stan- 
dards for risk mitigation may 
continue without spectators. 
Colleges, universities and 
high schools will continue 
with remote learning, with 
no in-person classes. 

“Hope is on the horizon, 
but we need an additional 12 
days to determine the full im- 
pact of the Thanksgiving hol- 
iday on our efforts to mitigate 
the spread of the virus,” said 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer. 
“This is all about protecting 
our families and frontline 
workers until we eradicate 
this virus once and for all. 
With recent daily case counts 
averaging well above 6,000, 
the daily death toll at alarm- 
ing levels and the risk of hos- 
pitals becoming 
overwhelmed, we must work 
together as Michiganders 
and listen to our health ex- 
perts. This may be the most

difficult time yet in our strug- 
gle with COVID-19, but there 
is light at the end of the tun- 
nel." 

The order will keep exist- 
ing measures in place 
through Dec. 20 and does not 
include a blanket stay-home 
action. Employees who work 
in jobs that cannot be per- 
formed from home can con- 
tinue to go to work, including 
those in manufacturing, con- 
struction and health occupa- 
tions. Outdoor gatherings, 
outdoor dining and parks re- 
main open. Individualized ac- 
tivities with distancing and 
face masks are still allowed: 
retail shopping; public tran- 
sit; restaurant takeout; per- 
sonal-care services such as 
haircuts, by appointment; 
and individualized exercise at 
a gym, with extra spacing be- 
tween machines. 

“We each have a personal 
responsibility to wear a mask 
consistently and minimize in- 
door gatherings, so we can 
protect our frontline heroes 
and loved ones,” said 
MDHHS Director Robert Gor- 
don. “If we don’t, the disease 
will continue to spread and 
people will continue to get 
sick and die.” 

“While we have seen early 
signs of progress in our case

rates and hospitalizations, 
unfortunately our rates are 
still alarmingly high and we 
need more time to under- 
stand the impact that 
Thanksgiving travel may 
have had on the spread of 
COVID-19 in Michigan,” said 
Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, chief 
medical executive and chief 
deputy for health at MDHHS. 
“Tam hopeful because vac- 
cines will be available soon, 
potentially later this month. 
However, it will take time for 
the vaccine to be widely avail- 
able to the general public, 
and it is important that we 
continue to do what we can to 
contain this virus.” 

MDHHS also identified 
three key metrics that will be 
utilized in determining 
whether to slowly reopen at 
the end of the 12 days. Specif- 
ically, the department will be 
looking closely at the per- 
centage of hospital beds with 
COVID patients, the number 
of COVID-19 cases and the 
positivity rate. With improve- 
ments in those numbers in 
context, MDHHS will care- 
fully reopen, with in-person 
learning at high schools first. 
Next in line will be entertain- 
ment venues where people 
can maintain consistent 
masking, such as casinos, 


theaters and bowling, with 
concessions closed. 

“The last few weeks have 
been critical to slowing the 
spread, particularly across 
the Upper Peninsula given 
the geography between hos- 
pitals and the available re- 
sources,” said Karen 
Cheeseman, President and 
CEO of Mackinac Straits 
Health System in St. Ignace. 
“We won’t see continued im- 
provement without your 
help. We are asking you to 
heed the advice of public 
health experts by washing 
your hands, wearing your 
mask, and avoiding crowds.” 

Just before Thanksgiving, 
Gov. Whitmer sent a letter to 
the Michigan Legislature 
seeking their support and 
asking them to pass a COVID 
relief package to help fami- 
lies and businesses across the 
state, which included a per- 
manent extension of unem- 
ployment benefits. She has 
also called for the Legislature 
to pass bills to require masks 
in public, which has received 
bipartisan support, and 
would serve to greatly im- 
prove compliance, assist law 
enforcement and help slow 
the spread of COVID-19. 

Just last week, the State 
Budget Office sent the Appro- 
priations Chairs in the Legis- 
lature an additional request 
to provide supplemental 
funding in the current budget 
for additional COVID re- 
sponse needs for testing, con- 
tact tracing, PPE, hospital 
staffing, support for nursing 
homes and veterans homes 
and funding to quickly begin 
distributing vaccines to our 
highest risk residents as soon 
as the vaccine becomes avail- 
able.

cedes increases in hospital- 
ization. MDHHS and the 
Governor have stated they 
will be monitoring for im- 
provement in these trends 
to determine future release 
of restrictions.
